INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  an  increase  in 

the  incidence  of  notifiable 

infectious 

diseases  as  compared  with  recent  years.  Once  again  the  close 
relationship  between  scarlet  fever  and  impetigo  was  demonstrated; 
although  impetigo  is  not  a  notifiable  disease,  I  am  strongly  of  the 
opinion  that  all  children  suffering  from  it  should  be  rigorously 
excluded  from  school  until  fully  recovered.  Scabies  -  Your  Council 
has  approved  the  free  issue  of  benzyl  benzoate  emulsion  to  medical 
practitioners  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  scabies  occurring  in  the 
District,  and  this  scheme  has  proved  most  helpful.  Although  scabies 
has  not  yet  been  stamped  out,  the  situation  appears  to  be  well  under 
control  and  the  problem  has  not  assumed  the  proportions  which  seemed 
likely  when  the  disease  first  made  its  appearance  in  1939-40. 

Jaundice  -  In  December  1943  Ja, undice  was  made  a  notifiable  disease 
in  the  Eastern  Region  of  England.  Seven  cases  were  reported  in  the 
District  before  the  end  of  1943 • 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUIjXSAT ION .  '*<> 

During  1943/Snore  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria; 

128  of  these  were  under  the  age  of  5*  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
immunisation  of  pre-school  children  is  becoming  more  general. 

The  total  number  of  children  (all  ages  under  15)  immunised  by  the  end 
of  1943  was  2,440  out  of  an  estimated  child-population  of  2,700. 

Only  2  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  District  in  1943  >  both 
being  non- immunised  adults.
